LONDON, Feb, 23.—That Great Britain is faced with a serious 
situation, due’ to a shortage in tonnage, was the admission made to- 
day in the House of Commons by David Lloyd George, the British 
Prime Minister. It was a situation which called for most stringent 
measures by the government, and in order to meet it the importa- 
tion of all non-essentials was to be prohibited, 

On the ability of the government to solve the tonnage shortage 
Which was now effecting the ordinary needs of the nation and mili- 
tary exigencies, said the Premier, depended the success of the en- 
tente allied cause, 

“If we take drastic measures,’’ the Premier continued, ‘we 
can cope with the submarine menace; but if the nation is not pre- 
pared to accept drastic measures for dealing with the menace, dis-

In the long list of articles prohibited importation are coffee, 
cocoa, tea, raw fruits, except lemons and oranges; leather, 
boots and shoes. A speeding up in agriculture and shipbuilding is 
embraced iu the Premier’s scheme and a lessening-in the output of 
heer is also provided for in it, in order to save for food the cereals 
used in brewing. The brewers, during the present year, will be 
permitted to make only 10,000,000 barrels, as ainst 26,000,000 
barrels in 1916, and 36,000,000 in 1914. A corresponding restric 
tion is also to be placed upon spirits. 

There is alarm in some quarters over the new order of things, 
it being generally recognized that ordinary trade will be seriously 
affected. ‘

Long List of Prohibitions. | 


Refers to Gravity of Speech. 

Opening the debate in the House of Commons on the statement 
of Premier Lioyd George, Walter Runciman, formerly president of 
the Board of Trade, after referring to the gravity of the pronounce 
ment, said that the last government had adopted drastic measures 
of a prohibitory, nature in many directions, but that the country had 
horne them with fortitude. Difficult negotiations with the entente 
allies had had to be eondueted by the government on this subject, 
he commented, adding: 

‘Our hardships here are lity ones, as great as those of Italy, 
but as a matter of fact there is e cifference of temperament. We, in 
this country, do not make the same fuss about restrictions as did the 
Italians, In this country men are ashamed to give expression of 
their feelings even if the restrictions are felt to be bard.’’ 

Tribute to Dominions. 

Walter Hume Long, Secretary for the Colonies, in reply, paid 
tribute to the dominions and colonies for the manner in which they 
had received the restriction upon imports, whieh to them might be 
very hnportant, The Premier, he said, desired hiw to say that the

U. S. MISSIONARY 
AMONG THOSE LOST 


Steamer Was of 12,000 
Gross Tons, Built 


in 1914 


(By Morntixg Bulletin Leased Wire) 


PARIS, Feb. 23.——-The French 
steamer Athos, carrying Senegalese 
troops and colonial laborers, has 


been torpedoed in the Mediterranean 
Bea, 

The torpedcing oveurred despite 
the fact that the Athos was escorted 
by the French torpedo boat destroy- 
ers Mameluk and Enseigne Henry, 
which aided by a gunboat, saved 
1,450 persons from the steamer. 

The French steamer Athos, of 12,- 
000 gross tons, was last reported as 
arriving at Kobe, Japan, on January 
17, from Marseilles, France. The 
Athos, according to the New York 
maritime register, was a steel twin- 
screw steamer, built in 1914 at Dun- 
kirk, France; 508 feet long, 61.7 feet 
in breadth and 45.1 in depth. She 
was owend by the Messageries Mari- 
times of Marseilles. 


U. S. Missionary Lost. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—Robert 
Allen Haden, an American Presby- 
terian missionary stationed at Foo 
Chow, China, perished when the 


French liner Athos was destroyed by 
a submarine 210 miles east of Malta 
on Feburuary 1. 

Consul Keblinger at Malta cabled a 
report of Haden's death to the state 
department today and said that the 
missionary’s address Was given as 
in care of the Presbyterian mission 
board at Nashville, Tenn. 

Information is being gathered of- 
ficlally to determine the importance 
ofthe case in relation to the tense 
situation between the United States 
and the Central Powers, 


» May Have Been Transport. 

A later dispatch from Consul Keb- 
linger said the Athos was carrying 
troops and may have been a transport. 
No steps can be taken until this fact 
is definitely determined. This govern- 
ment probably will have no cause for 
action if such is the case. 

The later dispatch added that Haden 
was drowned while going back to the 
ship to assist some others, and that 
the submarine showed neither flac 
nor number by which she might have 


been identified, 
The later dispatch, however estab- 
lished that the Athos was torpedoed 


without warning. This is the first men- 
tion here of the sinking of the Athos. 
‘Lhe vessel was of 7,525 tons net and 
sailed from Yokohoma, December 26, 
for Marseilles 
Official Dispatch, 

A summary of the consul's dispatch 
given out by the department follows 

“Robert Allan Haden, Vresbyterian 
missionary stationed at Foo Chow, 
wes drowned when French liner Athos 
was torpedoed without warning 210 
miles east of Malta on the 17th, When 
the ship was struck he went to the aid 
of the Chinese on board, Otherwise 
he would probably have been saved, 
Reported large tumber of troops on 
board, Not definitely ascertained if 
ship was transport.” 

Family In Switzerland, 

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 28—Robert 
Allan Haden, the southern Presbyter- 
jan missionary, was born at Keatchie, 
La., in 1865 and graduated from 
Scuthwestern Presbyterian University 
at Clarksville., Tenn, in 1891 at onee 
evtering missionary work. His family 
lives in Switzerland, but he has a son, 
Julian, in this country. He left China 
December 29 to visit Switzerland.

Three Soldiers’ Families Are at 
Present Being Provided For 
at Home 


In a young country like Canada, 
every child reared to adult age, whose 
physical welfare has been the subject 
of care, and its mental and moral 
training not neglected, is an asset to 
the nation. Therefore, it is well that 
{n Edmonton, at least, there are large- 
hearted citizens able to appreciate 
this fact at its proper vatué, and who 
ure doing what they can to care for 
the child life of the city, particularly 
in cases where the parents or guardi- 
combina- 


ans are unable, through a 
tion of circumstances, to give the 
children their personal care and at- 


tention. 
Twenty To Thirty Children, 

In this direction the, Children’s Aid 
Society is doing a highly important 
work, and one of the most interesting 
off-shoots of the Society is the Day 
Nursery, located in the roomy build- 
ing known as the old Caledonian Ho- 
tel on 98th street, Here, any day, the 


visitor can find from twenty to thirty ' 


children between the ages of two and 
fourteen years, well cared for and 
contented, and living under conditions 
which tend to foster development of 
mind and body. 

In any large city there are always 
a number of cases occurring from 
time to time where parents have to 
find temporary homes for their chil- 
dren, where they can be left to the 
care of others. Often one or other 
parent is removed by death, or laid 
uside temporarily by sickness, and a 
home has to be found for the children, 
for varying periods, until other ar- 
rangements can be made. Or, again, 
it is necessary for the mother to go 
out to work, and she has to look 
around to find what she can do with 
the children in the meantime while 
she is away from home. 

In such cases it is especially ac- 
ceptable where the hame wherein 
they find shelter is of a type where 
the children can find security and 
comfort, and are surrounded by in- 
fluences that tend only to their well- 
being; also which does not ask for a 
financial recompense that might im- 
pose a burden . too heavy for light 
purses. This is where the Day Nur- 
sery comes in, and its special object 
js to’ take charge of those children

whose parents are obliged to leave 
their cure to others, and who desir¢ 
to maintain a standard of decent liv- 
ing for themselves and their offspring 
It is not an institution for delinqueni 
children, such are looked after at the 
“hildren’s Shelter. The Nursery takes 
day boarders, this being the originai 
function, ag its name denotes, but 
during the last two or three years its 
scope has been enlarged, and now the 
majority of the inmates are monthly 
boarders, and some have been there 
even a year or more. Recently its 
services have been of great use to the 
caring of soldier’s families, and at the 
present time there are three such 
families in the Nursery, one being a 
family where the mother died since 
the father went away to the front. 

Incidentally, it might be remarked 
that the authorities say that this ques- 
tion of the care of soldier's families | 
likely to become more acute as time 
g0es n, and that some permanent 
provision should be made for such 
cases of orphaned families of soldiers. 

Charges Not Excessive, 

It has been mentioned that the 
charges made by the Nursery are not 
excessive, and as it is partly support- 
ed by grants and voluntary subscrip- 
tions, it has been found expedient to 
frame the charges so as to meet indl- 
vidual cases. ‘The exception is that 
of day boarders, and for these a sum 
of 10 cents per day is asked, which 
includes satisfactory meals being pro- 
vided for the child. Tor other board- 
ers a charge of from $5 to $10 per 
month is made, and where parents 
cannot pay more than $5 per month 
they are only called upon to pay what 
they can afford. In some cases chil- 
dren have been taken without any im- 
mediate charge being made, this 
course having been taken in order to 
free the parent so that he or she could 
accept work, 

The charge includes the _ feeding, 
boarding and general care of the chil 
dren. Their clothes, which are sup- 
posed to be found by the parents, are 
looked after and mended, and under 
certain circumstances a portion of the 
clothing is found by the Nursery au- 
thorities. 

Founding of Nursery. 

To give some idea of the founding 
of the Nursery, a start bas to be made 
with the children’s “creche,” which 
was ryn in the city in 1907, at 103rd 
street, and afterwards at Queen's ave- 
nue, A result was the founding of the 
Children’s Aid Society, which took 
over the “creche,” and instituted the 
Children’s Shelter, first at Cameron 
street, and then at its present loca- 
tion in 1911. The following year it 
was found advisable that a separate 
home or nursery should be started on 
the lines as described above. 

This was opened at the nurses’ 
house belonging to the old city hospi- 
tal on Boyle street. Later a house 
was taken at Cliff street, and later, as 
the work grew, a move was made to 
larger premises ot 10 98th street, 
and eveh then an eight-roomed house 
was found insufficient for close on 30 
children, In the fall of 1916 it was 
decided to take the old Cajedonian 
Hotel on 98th street, and here at the 
present time 382 children, with the 
three adults of the staff, are being ac- 
commodated, 


j hobby, 


The staff consists of a matron, Miss 
Baird, a kind-hearted lady of excep- 
tionable ability for the post that she 
is filling. Of her work nothing but 
commendation is heard, testifying to 
the fact that it is really a labor of love 


with her, The two assistants, Mrs. 
Quickfalls and Mrs. Moore, have 
charge of the cooking and housework, 
and they, too, are devoted to their 
care of the little ones. 

No high salaries are paid at the 


Nursery, and in this respect the total 
salaries do not represent the work 
that is actually done by the staff. As 
an instance of the economical man- 
agement, it can be cited that, al- 
though the children are provided with 
all that is necessary, and three ade- 
quate meals are given during the day, 


the entire cost of the provisions and 
groceries only runs up to $100 per 
month. Milk is largely used in the 
children’s diet. Medical care is pro- 
vided free, this being due to the gen- 
erosity of Dr. Folinsbee, medical of- 
ficer for the Children's Shelter, who 


in addition, gives his services to the 
Nursery. 
Children Go To School, 

The children of school age are 
egularly sent to school, but there is 
a large room where they play on re- 
turn from school during the winter, 
and in the summer they play on ad- 
joining lots. The room is fitted with 
a blackboard and other appliances, so 
that the children under school age 
can play at school among themselves 
The house committee and staff would, 
however, be glad of some more games 
and swings for the children’s use if 
there are people in the city who have 
them to spare. For the last two 
years the children have been taken to 
Mr. McLaughlin's farm at Spruce 
Grove, Where a summer camp was 
formed, and they remained there dur- 
ing July and August. 

As for the financial end of the 
work, the annual cost is about $2,400. 
Last year the city made a grant of 
$1,250; in 1915 the grant was $1,800, 
and in 1914 the city grante 2,000. 
Chis year $1,500 is being aske® for, as 
the expenses of the Nursery are rather 
more than in 1916, owing to the larg- 
er building. The good work of the { 
Nursery was recognized in a satisfac- 
tory manner last year by the Rotary 
Club, which made a grant of $200 to 
pay for the repairs and fittings at the 
new home, The financing of the 
Nursery is in the hands of President 
G, Armstrong, of the Children’s Aid: 
Mc- 


Treasurer M, Esdale, and 8S. J. 
Coppen, 
The direct management of the 


Nursery is vested in a house commit- 
tee appointed by the Children’s Aid, 
of which 8. J. MeCoppen is chairman, 
the other members being Mrs. C. J. 
Reid and Mrs. Holley W. Ross. 

Ss. J. MceCoppen, who is a member 
of the undertaking firm of MecCop- 
pen ang Lambert, has the greatest in- 
terest in the work of the Nursery, and 
devotes a considerable amount of 
time to its promotion and the welfare

If the policy allows the insured 
to engeawe in any occupation .aad to 
Lye inany- part of the world, and dous 
not contain a war clause, it cannot he 
cancelled by the insurance company 
so long as the premiums arc paid, 
This would apply to most of the poli 
cies issued before the war.

SHORTAGE EXISTS 
IN OTATES OMY 
THE COMMISSION 


Interstate Commerce-Board States 
All Localities Are Provided 
With Living Necessities 


Washington, Feb. 23—No- aciuai 
food or fuel shortage exists anywhere 
in the country and high prices should 
not be attributed tothe present freight 
congestion, it was stated by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and rfil- 
road authorities today. Reports indi- 
cating that all localities are supplied 
with adequate stocks of living neces- 
sities for immediate domestic con- 
sumption and the tie-up on railroads 
will improve steadily. 

Conditions today were believed far 
better than 24 hours ago, since good 
weather and a suspension of shipping 
over yesterday's holiday permitted 
railroads to rush hundreds of empty 
freight cars westward from the con- 
gested yards of the east, 

Prices Still Advance, 

Chicago, Feb. 23—Members of the 
car shortage committee of the Chicago 
board of trade conferred again today 
Over the question of means to obtain 
sufficient cars to move eastward the 
accumulation of freight, especially 
grain, at warehouses in this city and 
vicinity. 

President J. P. Griffin, of the board 
of trade, claims that 20,000 cars are 
necessary to carry the freight now 
awaiting shipment here. The price of 
foodstuffs continued on the upgrade, 
announcement being made of an in- 
crease today or in the near future of 
several articles, 

Women Are Organizing. 

New York, Feb, 23-—-Definite mea-, 
sures to meet the food situation were 
considered today by both state and 
city authorities, 

The housewives in the more thick- 
ly populated districts of the city, who 
called attention to the acute situation 
several days ago by riots, boycotts and 
mass meetings, have formed a num- 
ber of organizations for the purpose 
of more orderly agitation. The Wo- 
men’s Anti-High-Price League, the 
largest of these bodies, sent a deféga- 
tion to the board of estimate this 
morning to demand an appropriation 
of $1,000,000 to be used in buying food 
to be sold to the poor at cost, This 
organization announced that if its 
pleas was unsuccessful it would urge 
that, beginning Monday, children be 
kept out of school until conditions had 
improved,

ination the sick man who had for 
thirty-eight years been toilsomely 
dragging his palsied form to the 
porch of the Bethesda Pool, in the 
dim hope of a healing. His counter- 
part igs to be found in the army of 
invalids who journey from health 
resort to health resort, from_physi- 
clan to physician, in a vain search | 
for health. To all such existence has 
only one supreme aim, the recovery | 
of health. They haunt the pools of 
possible healing. Toward them our 
attitude is to be that of the Saviour, 
one of compassionate helpfulness. 
| Sick Wills, 
The worst thing about sick bodies 
is that their illness often communi- 
cates itself to the will. Some invalids 
there have been—a shining company, 
among whom Robert Louis Stevenson 
is one of the bright ones—whose souls 
have grown strong as their physical 
powers have diminished, But most 
of us “lose our grip” when severe ill- 
ness lays us low, We let body con- 
quer spirit. That was uie real dif- 
ficulty with the man at the pool of 
Bethesda. He had resigned himself 
to a state of chronic invalidism. His 
Was a severe case of paralyzed will 
power. He was “down and out,” and 
whined his defeat to everybody who 
would listen. 
How abject life can really become 
is only known by those who are fa- 
miliar with the Orient. I can close 
my eyes now and see in imagination 
a long line of beggars whom I have 
encountered in Palestine, in India, in 
China, in Japan—creatures  miser- 
able beyond the West's power to un- 
derstand. This man by the Bethesda 
Pool was afflicted first, of all in his 
manhood, To every sick and suffer- 
ing one comes the summons of Hen- 
ley’s vigorous lines, which he, an in- 
valid, lived before he wrote them: 


“It matterg not how strait the gate, 
How charged with punishment the 
goal; 
l am the master of my fate, 
I am the captain of my soul. 


“In the fel. clutch of circumstance, 
I have not winced nor cried aloud; i 
Beneath the bludgeonings of chance, 

My head is bloody, but unbowed. 
i 

Desperation of the Destitute. 

That picture by the pool of heal- 
ing challenges our attention. It is 
so thoroughly human, and oriental. 
Native selfishness, plus the intensi- 
fied selfishness of invalidism, ruled 
supreme. It Was every man for him- 
self. Need made people ruthless. I 
have seen starving Chinese on the 
famine field act in the same way. 
Reports tell how the destitute Ar- 
menians are like ravening wild beasts 
when food appears. As the destruc- 
tion of the poor is their poverty, so 
the curse of the weak is their weak- 
ness. Doeg not the picture stir our 
compassion? What a parable this 
poor paralytic is of the left behind 
in life! 
One clear intimation for the larger 
espects of our own time that is wrap- 
ped up in this story is that Jesus 
Christ is not indifferent to the need 
and suffering of the poor. Profound- 
est of all the truths touching the un- 
rest of our day is this one that the! 
Compassionate Christ cares, deeply 
and constantly cares, for the destitute 
and the down-trodden, He is their 
one supreme Champion, Wherever 
Qn earth injustice is done to man, 
there the warm heart of Jesus glows 
with sympathy and sorrow and wrath. 
Whoever oppresses. his fellow men, or 
causes disease to spread, or denies 
any person a fair chance for health, 
may count upon having to recken 
with the Christ who is a just Judge, 
4s well as a loving Saviour.

He Wes as “practical” as | 
the most censorious critic would have 
religion be today; but He did not 
neglect the spiritual exercises and 
institutions of His faith, even though 
the feasts and the temple were not 
above criticism, We are witnessing a 
present-day vogue of “Go-to-Church” 
campaigns; the best of all arguments 
for them found in this lesson, in 
the practice of Jesus.

TAttleness of Saints, 


There is nothing wrong with our 
times, or with any person in our 
times, that cannot be remedied by 
Jesus Christ. That is a sweeping 
statement, but it bears analysis. it 
seems as if Jesus delights in difficul- 
ties ag in the case of the man who 
had been paralized for thirty-eight 
yea-s, Our own day has been brought 
face to face with problems of social 
und political reconstruction of stag- 
gering proportions. Never before have 
sober thinkers dared to propose as 
immediately practicable so many re- 
volutionary ideas, all attuned to the 
notes of justice and democracy. Yet 
even the average man may find war- 
rant for these in the teachings and 
example of Jesug of Nazareth. He 
is wonderfully the master of these 
new times. If we will but let Him, 
He will bring a new world order out 
of the present strife and upheaval. 
Sometimes the waters of human soci- 
ety have to be profoundly stirred, like 
the Pool of Bethesda, before healing 
can come, 

Worse than the bigness of sinners, 
as a hindrance to righteousness and 
religion, is the litUleness of the saints. 
It has been said that the gaost won- 
derful achievement of Christianity is 
that it has survived the Christians! 
Many a person has been repelled from 
religion because it has been inter- 
preted to him in terms of petty pro- 
hibitions and restrictions. The per- 
son whose faith is a set of “don'ts” 
never got it from the Bible. Imagine, 
if you can, this heaied man, whole 
for the first time in thirty-eight years, 
aglow with new joy, scarcely able to 
contain himself, being met, as he 
hastened homeward, not with con- 
gratulations or sympathetic inquiries, 
but with black looks and open re- 
proof, because he Was carrying his 
bedding! ‘ 

Naturally, the mon had assumed, 
without thinking the matter out at 
all, that the Healer who had power 
to give him life also had authority to 
bid him bear his bed away. Which 
was truer than the fellow supposed. 
For Jesus has given us a new Sab- 
bath, a holy, happy day, free from 
petty restrictions a day to be kept in 
the spirit of reverence and liberty, 
for the welfare of man and the glory 
of God. 

What sort of Sabbath we shall 
have is, admittedly, one of the day’s 
fundamental problems. Let us be 
careful that we do not imitate the 
pettifogging tactics of the old Jews. 
The Lord’s Day should be kept in the 
Lord's spirit and in the Lord’s way.
